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It’s a Stampede! 
Free Wood of the Month of February 2013 reported by Ross Kingdon 








Similarly to September 2011 featured wood donated by France Waychison, our February 2013 
2012 RCNA wood is 38mm diameter round maple with the fleur de lys with the motto Laissez le 
bon temps rouler (English “let the good time roll”) which is usually associated with the Acadiens of 
Louisiana, and reminds France of one of her ancesters who lived Le Grand Derangement 
(Expulsion of 1755), and it is also an expression chosen by France and her husband William (Bill) 
Waychison to appear on their services of personalized medals issued in the 1980s and 1990s. 
This is traditional for all of France’s past woods with only the colour varying year-to-year. This is 
the last of the 2012 RCNA woods that were donated to CAWMC members. France distributed 
these woods throughout the show to many people, as well as to all who attended the CAWMC 
breakfast. Norm Belsten made the wood and has listed it under the City of Calgary with the cata- 
logue number 8140-420. The wood is aqua colour on both sides. This picture is courtesy of the 
RCNA (Henry Nienhius) and was taken at the 2012 RCNA Convention. France is receiving a Presi- 
dential Award from Bill.

Acadians are the descendants of a group of French-speaking settlers who migrated from coastal 
France in the late sixteenth century to establish a French colony called Acadia in the maritime 
provinces of Canada and part of what is now the state of Maine. Forced out by the British in the 


| mid-sixteenth century, a few settlers remained in Maine, but most resettled in southern Louisiana 


and are popularly known as Cajuns. In 1745 the British threatened to expel the Acadians unless 
they pledged allegiance to the King of England. Unwilling to subject themselves to any king 
(especially the King of England who opposed the French and Catholics), Acadians refused, claim- 
ing that they were not allied with France. They also did not want to join the British in fights against 


if f) the Indians, who were their allies and relatives. To dominate the region militarily, culturally, and 

ry 4 agriculturally without interference, the British expelled the Acadians, dispersing them to colonies 
| such as Georgia and South Carolina. This eventually led the British to deport Acadians in what 

7 became known as Le Grand Dérangement, or the Expulsion of 1755. The roundup and mass de- 


portation of Acadians, which presaged British domination of much of North America, involved 
much cruelty, as indicated by letters from British governor, Major Charles Lawrence. In an attempt 
to eliminate the Acadians from Acadia, the British packed them by the hundreds into the cargo 
holds of ships, where many died from the cold and smallpox. At the time, Acadians numbered 
about 15,000, however, the Expulsion killed almost half the population. Of the survivors and 
those who escaped expulsion, some found their way back to the region, and many drifted through 
England, France, the Caribbean, and other colonies. Small pockets of descendants of Acadians 
can still be found in France. In 1763 there were more than 6,000 Acadians in New England. Of 
the thousands sent to Massachusetts, 700 reached Connecticut and then escaped to Montreal. 
Many reached the Carolinas; some in Georgia were sold as slaves; many eventually were taken to 
the West Indies as indentured servants. Most, however, made their way down the Mississippi 
River to Louisiana. At New Orleans and other southern Louisiana ports, about 2,400 Acadians 
arrived between 1763 and 1776 from the American colonies, the West Indies, St. Pierre and Mi- 
quelon islands, and Acadia/Nova Scotia. To this day, many Acadians have strong sentiments 
about the expulsion 258 years ago. In 1997, Warren A. Perrin, an attorney from Lafayette, Louisi- 
ana, filed a lawsuit against the British Crown for the expulsion in 1775. Perrin is not seeking 
monetary compensation. Instead, he wants the British government to formally apologize for the 
suffering it caused Acadians and build a memorial to honor them. The British Foreign Office is 
fighting the lawsuit, arguing it cannot be held responsible for something that happened more than 
two centuries ago.

Ted Snyders founded the Canadian Carwash Association 
in 1959 and spent all of his working and volunteer life in the 
carwash industry.

Badali & Son Carwash Ltd. Toronto Auto Car Wash (established in 1976) was located at 305 Rexdale Boulevard, Etobicoke, when it registered a trade- 
mark patent in 1985 for Power Shower and Shower Power (high power pumping unit for spray-cleaning washing cars and other vehicles). It took two 
years to complete the process to control the wares and services for this type of cleaning and maintenance. Despite a renewal reminder, they failed to 
renew the registration in 2003 so it was automatically expunged. Badali (hybrid car wash) is now is located at 1070 Millwood Rd. at Laird, (Leaside) To- 
ronto; Rexdale and Matingrove (Rexdale); and Kipling and Jutland (Etobicoke) under the Esso banner “Toronto Autowash Esso”. Following in his father's 
footsteps, John Badali has been in the auto wash/gas business for over 25 years. Not only are these locations trustworthy, honest and reliable, John 
prides himself on being innovative and offering the best technology and equipment in the auto wash industry. Soft-water washing is the latest innovation 
that offers clients a better clean with faster drying. 
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A Very Unusual Numismatic “Get Well” Card by Jonn Regitko, CAWMC Member #265 


Howard Richardson was a heavy hitter in the wooden nickel field. He issued a catalogue on woods 
before Norm Wells and Norm Belsten got into the wooden money catalogue publishing business. He 
also issued many wooden tokens which he himself manufactured. 


When Howard became quite ill in 1986, | arranged to print 100 of each of two different wooden 
tokens. One contained the wording “A special message to Howard Richardson” on the front, and “Get 
well soon” on the back, in blue. The second wood contained the same working on the front but in 
green, while the back was left blank. These are 5709-030 and 5709-031 in Norm’s catalogue. Get 
well cards or flowers would have been nice, but | realized that Howard would consider these ene 
woods more memorable. At a CAWMC meeting held in conjunction with TICF, many of his friends in 
attendance signed the one wood and wrote a personal message on the other (See sample of the one 
Norm signed).

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Crowsnest Pass Polish Hall Flea Market 


In the early 20th century, many people of Polish decent came to western 
Canada, with the largest concentration settling in the eastern portion of the 
town of Coleman known as Bushtown. Work in the mines paid well but with 
periodic strikes and other work stoppages, mining was a challenging way to 
make a living. Seeking the solace of their compatriots, as early as 1910 the 
Polish community had constructed a small wood house for meetings and 
family parties. The Polish Brotherly Aid Society was formed in December of 
1916. The Society aimed to protect its members and their families from the 
harsh economic consequences of the strikes, injuries and death that were 
commonplace in the mining industry—membership in the Society meant sick 
pay and death benefits were taken care of. In 1927, the Society built this 
more substantial hall as a focal point for the Polish communities of not just 
Coleman, but Bellevue, Hillcrest, Blairmore and Frank as well. This was the 
first Polish Hall built in Alberta and cost the group $5000 to construct. A dou- *. 
ble lot in the Bushtown area of Coleman, not far south of the railway tracks, 
was chosen for the hall site. The Hall was made of recycled brick and lum- 
ber, and was completed entirely by community volunteers. It featured a 
wooden dance floor, a stage and a stained glass window above the entrance, 
with a series of murals inside depicting Polish castles and forests and the 
Rocky Mountains. A few years later the exterior of the hall was covered in 
stucco and painted. A front foyer was added, perhaps around 1930. For the 
next several decades, the Coleman Polish Hall was an important centre of 
social life in the town—the site of a community library and charity work, orchestra practices and performances, a drama 
group and choir, the clubhouse for the Polish hockey team, society meetings, Polish school and other types of lessons for 
the community’s kids, adult educational lectures, wedding dances and suppers, and famous parties known as “smokers.” 
In 1947, a Coleman branch of the Polish Combatants’ Association (PCA) was formed and in the early 1950s, it took over 
ownership and authority of the Polish Hall. Within the next few decades, the PCA’s membership began to falter, and the 
Ladies’ Auxiliary of the PCA kept the hall operational. Gradually, the Polish Hall became a community hall, but a small 
group known as the Polish Hall Society was formed to maintain it cultural foundations. The Polish Hall has recently been 
been redesignated as a provincial historic resource. It continues to be an important site for community activities taking 
place in Coleman today. 











For 20 years the Polish Hall (which dates back to 1927) has been serving the public 
with its annual flea market. It is the sole fund-raiser for the Polish Hall Society, which 
prides itself on being a historically-designated Alberta site, also of a grant it receives 
with the annual market goal to match the grant. The most recent Annual Market 
Crowsnest Pass Festival was held in August 2012.
